THE SAYINGS OF OUEEN 
ELIZABETH. / 


When a woman is at once great and a 
queen, and lives lonely and dies in sad- 
ness, there will be a perennial fascination 
about all she said, did and ‘thought. The 
daughter of Henry VIII. will always com- 
mand this homage. Mr. Chamberlin is 
the latest to evoke that great spirit ; his

She needs the most full-blooded 
biographer, that she can get, and Froude, 
with all his faults, certainly gets the

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COST OF LIVING. 


VIEWS: OF MERCANTILE 
ASSOCIATION, 


The Committee of the Dublin Mercantile 
Association hag had under consideration the 
many references to the high cost of living 
which have recently been made jin the Preas, 
and by speakers in the Dail. Recognising 
that the matter is one of argent and vital 
importance to the community, the committee 
wishes to emphasise the influroce of the 
following factors as main contributory couses ; 

(I) High taxation, municopal and State 

Vith regard to the muniejpa!l taxation, the 
amount which the traders have to pay is 
crippling industry, and is a great ceuse of 
unemployment and distress. A way should 
be found by the Government to Emit the 
maximum expenditute of the Corporation to 
a definite rate. The present arrangement 
gives practically unlimited powers of ex- 
penditure 

With regard to State taxaiion, the om. 
mittee welcomes the evidence recentiy given, 
that. economy has been, and will be, strictly 
enforced. . 

(2) The charges for the monopoly services 


which the State sells are excessively high, and | 


are a very great burden on trade. The postaz: 
charges are all practically double what they 
were some years ago. These charges cun- 
stitute a heavy load. and increase over- 
head expenses considerably, which naturally 
adds to the cost of goods.

President Coolidge’s message to the 
United States Congress, which was read 
in‘ Washington yesterday, was anticipated 
with uncommon fpagerness because since 
his succession to the White House the 
President has maintained a discreet, if 
rather puzzling, silence. Rumours in re- 
gard to his policy have been rife, but he

The message is 
a colourless document, devoid of new 
ideas, and couched in the language of the

turmoil. The League of Nations is a 
“foreign agency,’ with which the United 
States will have nothing whatever to do. 
Nevertheless, the President recognises

| body. For that reaspn, he is prepared to 
| support the idea of /a permanent court of 
justice for the world, which must be con- 
ducted on strictly judicial, and not on 
political, principles, Partisanship, he 
declares, has no place in the foreign rela- 
tions of the United States; and now, as 
heretofore, Washington’s dictum against 
“foreign entanglements ” is one of the two 
guiding principles of its policy. The other 
is “the peaceful settlement of controversies 
between the nations.’’ Nobody can find 
the slightest fault with either of these 
principles as principles, but, in regard 
to the latter, practice is the thing that 
The United States could ensure 
settlement ‘of all the out- 
standing disputes merely by carrying 
its policy of 1918 to logical con- 
clusion. An American representative on 
the Reparations Commission, for instance, 
would change the whole aspect of our most

In regard to Russia, President Coolidge 
repeated the formule of President Hard- 
ing.

Europes debts to the United 
Sthtes—excluding the British debt—he 
sald, : amounted to some 7,200,000,000 
dollars, of which Russia’s share is fairly 
heavy. These debts: would not be 
cancelled, but the President offered to 
fund them, as the British debt had been 
funded. There is no change, therefore, in 
the foreign policy of the United States. 
America will continue to stand aloof from 
the woes and troubles of the suffering 
world, and will devote the greater part of 
her energies to the reduction of domestic 
taxation. It may not be a very high ideal, 
but this is a selfish world. The first 
‘flush of altruism which swept over the 


i "| minds of men after the war has wanished, 
“and the nations are stzi\.ing 2# of yore to 


better their own positions at the expense | 
of their neighbours. The time may come 
when America will lead another crusade 
into Europe, but at present she is dis- 
gusted with Europe. She has suffered so 
many disappointments that she is not in- 
clined to invite another rebuff, and we 
must continue to dree our own weird—at 
any rate, until the Presidentia] election 
has been decided next November. 


Work and Wages. 

Xesterday in the Dail President Cosgrave 
made ,a vague, but promising, statement 
on the subject of unemployment. The 
problem is urgent to-day in the Free 
State; for the arrival of winter finds a 
very large army of unemployed, and in 
the matter of insurance benefit, as the 
President admits, the Government has 
reached the end of its resources. He 
declares, however, that Ministers are not 
néglecting the problem. Capital and 
Labour have been called into many un- 
official conferences, and both have shown 
an earnest desire to arrive at an “ accom- 
modation” that would benefit skilled and 
unskilled workers alike. The President 
expects to be able to make a further state- 
ment in a few days. Work is lacking 
for a variety of reasons, and the most 
important of these are the drag that has 
been put on industry by the high level of 
wages, and the high cost of Jiving which 
has produced the demand for high wages. 
The whole question was discussed with 
little profit luring the recent labour 
disputes; but the President encourages 
us to hope that since that time some 
has been made. lí the 
spirit “accommodation” has beén 
created, the the problem 
resolves itself now into a matter of ways 
and ‘means. We may assume, perhaps, that 
the employers and the trade unions are 
ready to agree in principle to some method 
which will fix wages henceforward on the 
basis of a minimum standard of living, 
and that the Government has undertaken 
to check “profiteering” and, in other 
ways, to bring down the cost of living. 
If this dual adjustment can be reached, 
industry will advance quickly ; 
housing schemes can be inaugurated and 
traffic wil] increase at the ports. Further- 
more, the entirely satisfactory success of 
the Free State Loan—we announce to-day 
that it has been over-subscribed—may 
enable the Government to finance schemes 
which will employ thousands of unskilled 
workers on the roads and in other neces- 
sary tasks of reconstruction. ' No doubt, 
President Cosgrave's promised statement 
will give a detailed account of some of 
these plans. In the meanwhile, the Com- 
mittee of the Dublin Mercantile Associa- 
tion reminds him, in timely fashion, that 
the Government itself is responsible for 
some of the main factors in the high cost 
It is a little unreasonable,.

The National Gallery. 


The letter which we print to-day from 
Colonel Sir Hutcheson Poé and Mr. 
Thomas Bodkin raises a delicate and 
important question. Recently the office 
of Director of the National Gallery of 
Ireland ‘became vacant. High qualifica- 
tions are—or ought to be—required from 
the tenant of this post. He is the guardian 
of the status of a great national institu- 
tion and, in a sense, of the standards of 
the art of painting y this country, He 
ought to have a catholic acquaintance with 
all the European schools of painting and 
an expert knowledge of the artistic and 
financial worth of paintings, ancient and 
modern. His taste and judgment decide 
the value which the Gallery gets from its 
annual expenditure of £2,500 on works of 
art. The recent vacancy was advertised 
in France, Holland, Germany and Eng- 
land, and five candidates presented them- 
selves. At least one of them, we under- 
stand—an Englishman—occupies a position 
of undisputed influence in the world of 
art and was recommended to the Governors 
by men whose names are household words 
throughout that world. The Governors have 
elected Mr. Lucius O'Callaghan, of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy, to the vacant 
post. He is a skilled and popular archi- 
tect in Dublin, but Sir Hutcheson Poé 
and Mr. Bodkin consider that he ought 
not to have been elected, in view of “the 
qualifications, experience and reputations 
of other pete “ope for the office.” 
Omniscience no longer is—if it ever 
was—an acknowledged attribute of news- 
papers, and we have no competence or 
desire to be judges of this quarrel, We are 
entitled, however, to express our adhesion 
to a principle which, as we conceive, the 
Free State, in these times of foundation, 
will defy or ignore to its own great loss. 
The only ground on which offices of 
authority in the domain of science and 
the arts ought to be filled is the ground 
bf superior fitness and achievement.

English Undefiled. 


The debasement of the spoken language 
in England, which for years has distressed 
lovers of good speech, has found, it seems, 
an unexpected corrective. An improvement 
in school-children's diction has been noted 
throughout the country and has been 
traced to “ broadeasting.”’ The authorities 
in England have made a rule—which, we 
hope, will be copied in Ireland—of em- 
ploying at the “broadcasting ” stations 
only speakers whose English is irreproach- 
able in accent, pronunciation and vocabu- 
lary. Decadence in language comes from 
unfamiliarity with pure speech; but now 
the best English in England is being 
thrown broadcast into the homes of the 
nation. Eminent scholars address tens of 
thousands of hearers on literary and 
scientific topics ; elocutionists tell children’s 
stories, and on Sundays great ecclesiastics

preach. Those whom they address, com- 


fortably seated by hundreds of thousands 


of firesides, “‘listen-in™ with the more 
intense concentration because they are 
attending with one sense alone—audition. 
‘The effect. is almost hypnotic in its in- 
fluence on the hearers. A few Sundays 
ago Dr. Lyttelton, late headmaster of 
Eton, delivered a charity sermon from the 
London broadcasting station. It was 4 
memorable experience to hear that 
scholarly voice, exquisitely pure in sound, 
choice in the use of epithets, dignified and 
musical in the roll and close of periods. 
Thus an innumerable host may participate 
in what has been hitherto the academic 
enjoyment of the few. Now that the best 
has been made available to the multitude, 
the English tongue, perhaps, may renew 
its youth, and that popular relish for fine 
diction which made possible the Eliza- 
bethan literature, which Dr. Yeats 
finds absent to-day, may come again and 
give the poets new opportunities,

A CREDITABLE PERFORMANCE.

Ever ” were artistically stressed. 

The tenor was Mr. John Gill, whose recita- | 
tive ‘Comfort Ye” and aria “ Every 
Valley ’’ were sung with refinement and true 
musical sense. The singing of the bass arias 
is often the weakness of this work; but last 
night Mr. Percy Whitehead made them out- 
standing by reason of purity and flexibility 
in delivery. ‘‘ But who may abide,’’ with 
its ornament, and the smooth quavers of 
“The people that walked '. were finely 
grasped and sung. 

Madame Nora Borel (soprano) seemed to 
gain in appeal, rather than show the strain 
of the exacting score, as it progressed. Her 
recitatives and the aria “ Rejoice greatly,”’ 
towards the close, were sung with much dis- 
tinction. Madame Alicia Keogh was. the 
contraito. She delivered the great aria. “ He 
shall feed His flock,’’ with true feeling. 

Mr. Arthur Duff was the organist. He 
is of the wsthetic school, and plays with very 
fine degrees of shading, tone and suggestion. 

‘The Pastoral Symphony ” and the beauty 
of his ‘‘ imitation ” passages, against the 
soprano in. ** Rejoice greatly,” could -only 
have been conceived by a musician of culture; 
their proportion was excellent. 

The chorus was good, though its size was 
against full interpretation. It had the quali- 
ties of life and mobility, however, and, espe- 
cially in séaccato, a very accurate release of 
telling notes. The oratorio was given with 
finish; there was none of the hesitancy that 
marks the amateur, and it is good to feel 
that, however behind we may be as to 
modern music, there are artists with us who 
can give classic work of this standard with 
due fidelity and dignity.

GUARDIANS 


WORK OF THE LATE BOARD. 


Mrs. (Guinness, Ceanchor House. Baily, 
writes with reference to the recent dissolution 
oi the Dublin Guardians. She points out 
some improvements which the now dissolved 
Foard carried out regarding admissions and 
cutdoor relief. Hitherto, she says, the work 
of the Admission Board was done on Wednes- 
days by members as they came in in á hurried 
manner, so as to get it done before the meet- 
ing of the General Board took place. There 
was no chairman and no minutes were kept. 
Mrs. Guinness proceeds :— 

“When the new Board of Guardians were 
elected, they did not take long to discover 
the enormous importance of the business 
transacted at the’ Admission Board; they, 
therefore, immediately held a conference with 
all the ‘relieving officers for the purpose of 
thoroughly examiriing in detail all the various 
channels through {whic h relief to the poor is 
distributed. 

“In consequence of this conference many 
practical reforms Were instituted. A chair- 
mari was appointed, who alone was authorised 
to sign cases of relief: careful minutes were 
kept of all the work enacted at board meet- 
ings; outdoor relief receipts books, which had 
fallen into disuse, were resumed; relieving 
officers were required to fill in admission 
tickets in strict accordance with the required 
form, they also were instructed only to carry 
forward on their relief lists for the coming 
half year, such cases as they were satisfied 
after careful inquiry were really destitute.’ 

With regard to the point that outdoor relief 
had increased, she states that within two or 
three years six new cases of persons had been 
made eligible for outdoor relief. and adds 
that this was not an additional. plunge into 
the ratepayers pockets, inasmuch as if the 
persons came into the Union they would cost 
much more.

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OBITUARY. 


MR. EDWARD MARTYN. 

The death is announced oí Mr. Edward 
Martyn, a prominent figure in Irish life until 
a few years ago. Mr. Martyn died at his 
Co. Galway home, Tullyra Castle, where he 
resided in recent vears since bis health 
began to fail. - He was latterly under she 
care of Dr. J. B. Magennis, of Harcourt 
street, Dublin, who was, called into consulta- 
tion with the local practitioner, Dr. 
Magennis having known Mr. Martyn for some 
years, and taken part in one of his plays, 

“The Enchanted Sea.” 

In recent years Mr. 
poor, and he was little seen in Dubhin. 
merly his was a familiar figare in the streets 
of the capital. He lived for years as an 
almost constant resident at the Kildare 
Street Club; afterwards, when his position 
at the Club became peculiarly uncomfortable, 
he had rooms in Leinster street, Everybody 
knew him by appearance—his full round 
face, heavy figure, and the short-stepping 
gait due to his weak sight—an appearance 
that was etched with wonted cruelty by 
Mr. George Moore in ‘‘ Hail and Farewell. 
Mr. Martyn’s little retaliation was to fur- 
nish to the compilers of “Who's Who” 
the statement that his * ‘recreation’ was 

‘George Augustus Moore.’ 

His family were vines 
Galway, and at Masonbrook, 
Edward Martyn was born 64 years 6 
was educated at Belvedere College iblin ; 
Beaumont, Windsor, and Christ ‘burch Col- 
lege, Oxford; but he preferred to say that he 
was chiefly self-educated, because he thought 
that the knowledge of conventional subjects, 
and the training in conventional manners and 
lines of thought at those institutions was of 
less consequence than his independent pro- 

ress in certain special branches of art and 
In traditions of Irish culture. 


NATIONAL CULTURE. 

In the revival of a national culture, in the 
movement of twenty-five or thirty years ago, 
which had so great an influence on later 
events in many departments of Irish life, he 
was one of the pioneers. | People who only 
later became interested in the movement 
easily overlook the fact that the mingling cf 
a Gaelic resurgence with currents issuing from 
advanced art groups in the Continent was not 
an inevitable, but a rather curious, conjunction. 
That it came so’ was largely due to Mr. 
Martyn’s influence, and the fact that he him- 
self had happened to be interested in the work 
of modernists in art abroad, as well as in 
Gaelic culture. 

These were not the limits of his interests. 
With a strong leaning towards ecclesiastical 
matters, he made a study of liturgical music, 
and decided to encourage the cult of Palestrina 
and other classics of Church music. In 
Church architecture, being divided in interest 
between the classic expositions of religious 
art, and the Celtic examples in this kind, he 
urged the reform of Church architecture and 
decoration in the spirit of devoted craftsman- 
ship, typical of the best age, with use of 
Celtic forms in design and detail. 

For whatever seized his own interest he 
became a missionary, and being a man of 
means he set going a number of movements, 
vaturally separate, but given a curious 
parallelism in practice by his own influence. 
Thus, he was a promoter of the Gaelic League 
and other educational efforts to spread a 
national culture. In politics, his nationalism 
led him to embrace the idea of Sinv Fein, 
and he was a leading figure in the Sinn Fein 
organisation from its early days, being Presi- 
dent from 1904 till he resigned in 1908. (He 
was not prominently associated with the later 
events of Sinn Fein history). 


IRISH LITERARY THEATRE. 

A keen student of the intellectual drama 
from Ibsen to Strindberg, he it was who 
largely prompted the expression of a national 
culture through the theatre, and by his own 
literary work and by financial assistance en- 
abled the Irish dramatic movement to come 
to public notice in 1899. His play, ‘‘ The 
Heather Field’’ shared with Mr. Yeats’s 

‘Countess Cathleen'” the honour of being 
the first works of the new school to be per- 
formed as the definite beginning of an Irish 
theatre. Later, when Irish drama became a 
more popular and established concern, 
Martyn was left rather outside the main 
body. and shortly before the war he was 
assisting & small society which, 
the Irish Theatre, 
in Hardwicke street. It 
man that the productions of this society in- 
cluded the works of Chekov, Strindberg, and 
other exotics on the one hand, and “ native 
non-peasant plays in the Irish language ” on 
the other hand. 

As a writer, he pursued ' The Heather 
Field ” with numerous other plays, composed 
many poems, and contributed articles on many 
of his numerous subjects of study to various 
perioticals, 

It was perhaps in pursuance of his 
that workers in the revival of a 
culture should have not only Gaelic inspira- 
tions, but the best models ‘of other schools 
and ages als. before them—or possibly, 
this instance, it was out of pure love of the 
work iteelf—that he founded and financed the 
Palestrina Choir, directed by Mr. Vincent 
O’Brien, at the Pro-Cathedral, Dublin, and 
developed it later into a Schola Cantorum for 
the archdiocese. 


MODERN ART. 


As regards pictoriad art, he was prominent 
again in connectiog with the exhibition of 
modern art which preceded the late Sir Hugh 
Lane's. enterprise of an established modern 
art gallery in Dublin. He was an early 
supporter of the Feis Ceoil organisation for 
the encouragement of music in Ireland. 

When he got drawn into Sinn Fein he 
became rather out of place at the Kildare 
street Club, where his Gaelic revival activities 
had been regarded at first as harmless 
peculiarities in a member of an old land 
owning family. When. however, he was re- 
ported as having, in the course of an extreme 
utterance at a Sinn Fein assembly, congratu- 
lated the Council on the success with which 
they had promulgated disloyalty, and’ said 
that “an Irishman who -joined the Army or 
Navy of England deserved to be flogged,”’ the 
storm broke. A resolution to expel him from 
the club was carried after a ballot. 

The action he took to obtain a declaration 
that he was still a member, and an injunction 
to forbid the Committee and other members 
from interferring with his enjoyment of the 
club, was a cause célébre in Dublin in 1907. 
The Master of the Rolls decided, after a 
long hearing, that “ though the defendants, 
the Committee of the club, acted in a manner 
which cannot be assailed by any right- 
minded person, though their integrity and 
honesty can never be called in question, yet 
the rules, or the particular rule, under which 
they purported to act, did not give them 
the jurisdiction they assumed in. this 

rticular case, and the plaintiff must s¥cceed 
in the action.” After this, Mr. Martyn con- 
tinued his membership of the club to uphold 
his principle, but he did not continue his 
former full use of it. 

Mr. Martyn may ‘be said to have left his 
impress on many things that will go on long 
after his departure, and he will . 
membered as a sincere worker for th 
causes which claimed his interest. In himeelf, 
he was a kindly and generous man, of no 
small intellectual ability and artistic tagte.

“ Our Government has a claim against Ger- 
many for the expense of the Army of Ocevpa- 
tion of over 255,000,000 dollars. Besides this, 
the Mixed Claims Commission have before 
them about 12,500 claims of American citizens, 
aggregating about 1,225,000,000 dollars. These 
claims have already been reduced by a re- 
cent decision, but there are valid claims 
reaching well towards 500,000,000 dollars. Our 
thousands of citizens with credits due to them 
ot hundreds of millions of dollars have no re- 
dress save in the action of our Government. 
These are very substantial interests, which it 
is the duty of our Government to protect as 
best it can That course | propose to pursue. 
“It is for these reasons that we have a 
direct interest in the economic recovery of 
Europe. They are enlarged by our desire for 
the stability of civilisation and the welfare 
of humanity. Phat we are making sacrifices 
to that end none can deny. Our deferred 
interest alone amounts to a million dollars 
every day. But recently we offered to aid 
with our advice and counsel. 

“We have reiterated our desire to see 
France paid and Germany revived. We have 
proposed disarmament, We have earnestly 
sought to compose differences and restore

The President then referred to the need of 
restoring the Government’s finances ‘‘to a 
secure and enduring position,” and said that 
it was being aceomplished by a drastic, but 
orderly, retrenchment, and “is bringing our 
expenses within our. means.”’ It was 
possible, in consequence, to make a large re- 
duction in taxation. 

The tariff law, he declared, had secured 
the country’s prosperity. He had power to

[not in excess of 50 per cent.) to meet the 
difference in the cost of production at home 
and abroad. That power would be used 
when necessary. 

As to shipping. he said that the merchant 
fleet which the Government acquired during 
the war ghould be transferred as soon as 
possible to} private ownership.

In his Message to Congress, President 


“ For us,” he said, “ peace reigns every- 
where. We desire tc perpetuate it always 
by granting full justice to others, and re- 


ur country has one cardinal principle to 


American principle. It must be. an 
American policy.. We attend to our own 
affairs, our own ‘strength, and protect the 
interests of- our own citizens; but we recog: 
nise thoroughly our obligations to help 
others, reserving to the decision of our own 
judgment the time, the place and the 
method. We realise the common bond of 
hu®anity, We know the inescapable law of 


“Our country has definitely refused to 
adopt and ratify the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. . We have not felt warranted in 
assuming the responsibilities which its 
members have assumed. -I am not proposing 
any change in this policy; neither is the 


“Our foreign policy has always been guided 
bY two principles. ‘The one is the avoidance 
of permanent political alliances which would 
sacrifice our proper independence. The other 
is the peacéful settlement of controversies be- 
tween nations. By example and by treaty 
we have advocated arbitration. For nearly 
twenty-five years we have been a member of 

Tribunal, and have long sought the 
creation of a permanent world Court of Jus- 
tice. TI am in full accord with both of these 


“I favour the establishment of such a 
court, intended to include the whole world. 
That is, ‘and has long been, an American 
policy. »Pending before the Senate is a pro- 
posal that this Government give its support 
to the Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice, which is a new and somewhat different 


“As I wish to see a court established, and 
as the proposal present& the only practical 
plan on which many nations have ever agreed, 
though .it may not meet every desire, I, 
therefore, commend it to the favourable con- 
sideration of the Senate, with the propoged

CURATE’S EVIDENCE.
